Yet did ſhe not tear the Lyons Jaws in ſunder at once, but -began - 
moderately with her 6wn .Changeclings: She gave the Biſhops a proper - 
motion, but bounded and limited, and tg the Nobility time to reform 
them/elves with inward and outward Counſel:” She. revived her-Bro- 
thers Laws for-<ſtabliſhing of the Church Doftrine -and- Diſcipline, .

Contrary to all which thought-bound Councels of her Siſter ' aries, 
Queen Elizabeth, though as yet not out of danger of her Romiſh Subjects 
at: home; threatned. with their mighty , Faction, and -Party abroad; 
'Peſtred beſides with wanting of - Money, and with many binding Laws of 
her Siſters making ; yet likea Palm-tree,ynder all theſe burdens, ſhe, like 
an Heroical-Princeſs, -raiſed her ſelf. - And upon notice of her Agents - 
diſgrace in: Spain, his Servants being caſt into the Inquiſition; her 
Merchants ſurpriſed in America, contrary tothe League made by Charles 
the. fifth; and our King Hexry the eighth, which gave free Traffick, Ix 
omnibus Gf, ſingulisRegnis,, Dominiis, inſulis, © c. notwithſtanding that ' 
Aſtronomical, ox-rather, biaſled, Diviſion of 'the World, by the - Popes 
Lines , which (contrary to the nature of . other . Lines) ouly. kept 
Latitude. for - the-Advantage of Spain, She-(I ſay) upon theſe Info- 
lencies,receives the Hollanders, and protects them from the Perſecutiou 
of . the Duke d*Alva, -and ſettled theſe. poor Refugees In Norwich , - 
Colcheſter, Sandwich ; Maidſton, and South-hampton. 
Yea again; when this Faith-diſtinguiſhing Duke appealed to her ſelf; - 

ſhe binding her ſelf: ſtrictly -to the words of her - Contraft, required - 
theſe afflicted Strangers to depart.: Their number. was great, and the 
time allotted but. ſhort, and - yet -their - weather. beaten -Souls were fo - 
ſenſible. of the long continued oppreſſions in their Civil Liberties, and 
Conſciences, as that in their paſſage they ſurpriſed Brill, Fluſhing, and 
divers other Towns, and-expulſed the Spaniards. ovt of them; and by - 
this: brave example taught and-proclaimed a way of freedom to all well- - 
affeted Princes, and Provinces that were opprelſled. | 
Here alſo the Reader may obſerve, that when King Henry the third | 
of France ( who was One in the. ſame. League) demanded whether mu- 
tual defence againſt all extended to the cauſe of Religion? She preſently 
anſwered, that.- She--both |. treated and concluded. in the ſame - ſence; 
And if it- were required at . her hands, She would perform 'eve= 
ry branch of it 'to her. uttermoſt. .. The French hereupgn made: war 
againſt the Proreftants : 'and Monſieur, his Brother, ſecretly . protected 
them by'Duke Caſimire. ' | 

- Again, - about that time , .at the. requeſt vf the Spaniſh King, She 
guarded 'his.-Navy into. Flanders ,. where it . being loſt , and ſhe an

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being requeſted'by the ſame 'King, to lend him her own! Ships, far 
the SY of the Maritim Towns which were fallen from him, - this 
Bleſſed Lady, both denyed this crafty requeſt of a Conqueror , and 
withall providently refuſed to harbour any of his Ships in her Ports. Yet 
in hofiour of her ancient Lexghe with the Houſe of  Burgwdy, ſhe pub- 
liſhed the like inhibition,, to her beloved and ſafe Neighbours, the ewe 
therland. And inſtantly, with a ſtrong judgment in ballancing of Forraign 
Princes, ſhe perſwaded the King of Spain to make Peace with the Hol 
la:ders ;; And on the other ſide ſhe diſſwaded thoſe diſtreſſed Hollanders 
from joyning with the French, Fo 

Beſides, it is worthy of reverence in this Queen, that ſhe neyer was a- 
fraid, nor aſhamed to aver the quarrel of Religion for a ground' of 
her Friends or Enemies. She made a publick League for defence of Re. 
ligion, with the King of Scors , Denmark, 'and the Princes of. Germany + 
She baniſhed all Fcſuirs and Seminary Prieſts by an AC of Parliament -+ 
Made it Felony to harbour any of them in England, or for the Enyhft ts 
{nd any of their Children beyond the Seas, to be trained up in Popery. 

Upon the loſs of Antwerp, ſhe reſofutely undertook the ProteQion 
of the Neatherlards;, and to diſtraft the Spaniards, ſhe ſent Drake to 
the Weſt Indies with twenty one Ships, who ſurprized Domingo, and 
Cartagena. And preſently after his rerurn with mnch ſpoyl, and in triumph 
(to prevent all poſlibility of Invaſion from Spain) ſhe ſent him again to 
Sea with commiſſion to burn all Ships, Gallies and Boats along the Spar 
Coaſts: In which Voyage he brake through divers Spamfh Gallies in the 
Bay of Cales, which were appointed to withſtand him. He took, burnt,and 
ſunk a hundred Sail, which were richly laden with Ammunition, and 
Proviſions. From thence in his Paſlage to Cape-Sr. Vincent he ſurpriſed 
three Forts: Burnt diverſe Ships,Fiſher-Boates and their Nets. And them 
failing tothe Azores 1ſlards, he there took a great Carrick, coming from 
the Eaft-Inates. | 

The next year, ( as treading in Sr. Francis Drake's ſteps ) Captain Ca- 
wendiſh returned from his Journey about the World with the ſpoyl of 
nineteen Spanrſh Ships, and of many ſmall Towns in America. 

This and ſuch like Providence did this Miracle of Princes uſe in all 
her Wars, by which wayes her wars maintained her wealth,and that' 
wealth ſupplied herWars: So that ſhe came ever in State when ſhe deman- 
ded aid from the Houſe of Commons. Neither did ſhe fetch or force 
Preſidents from her Predeceſſors in thoſe demands; but made her ſelf a 
Preſident to all Poſteritics, that the love of People ro a loving Princeſs is 


ever even Ballanced. | 
Neither did ſhe ever by any curious ſearch, ſeek to enlarge her Preroga-' 


tzves Royal, leſt thereby ſhe ſhould touch her Subjects inParliament ( by 


the like ſelf afteions ) to make as curious an inquiſition among their Re-'

ecards, tocolour any.incroaching vpon the Greks of Morarcby. She would 
not call out of the Houſe of. Commons by Writ, to the Houſe of Lords d-n 
ring the Seſſion; wherein one Mans ſudden advancement commonly 
proves an object of envy to four hundred his equals: Neither would 
the impriſon or releaſe any unjudicially; ſometimes ſtriving to maſter 
the multitude by the Nobility, and to ballance the Nobility by the 
multitude, all marks of a diſcated, not of a-healthful eſtate in a Ifonar- 

. Allwhich ſhe providently avoided. | 

Thus this Bleſſed and Bleſſing Lady with a calm mind, as well in quiet 
as in ſtirring times, ſtudied how to keep her Ancient underground build- 
ings upon their firſt well-laid Foundations: And if ſhe found that any 
ſtrayed,:ſhe ſought rather to reduce them back to their Original Cjr- 
cuits than to ſuffer a ſtep to be made over or beſides thoſe well-conſtitu- 
ted and time-authoriſed Aſſemblies. And by this Policy ſhe ever came 
upon the Stage , not as a Petitioner, but. as a Commander: Hereby 
ſhe preſerved her State above the affronts of the Nobility or Peopte ; - 
and became: a Soveraigti Judge over any undutiful or encroaching Pe- 
titions either. of Nobles, or Commons. She prudently judged that. a 
ſteddy handin the Government of Soyeraignty, would ever prove more 
proſperous than-any nimble or witty. pra&tice, crafty ſhuffling or impe- 
rious forcing humours could poſſibly do. 

Again, in- the- latitude which ſome Modern Princes allow to their- 
Fayorites, as ſupporters of - Government., and middle walls between 
Power and the Peoples envy, it ſeems this wiſe Queen ever kept entrench- 
ed within: her Native Strengths and Scepter. And this experienced Go. 
verneſs of ours -made known to the World, by aconſtant Series in her- 
ations, that ſhe never was, nor ever would be over .{vaden- with any 
ſuch exceſs in her Perſon, or defeCts in her Goyernmeat, as might con- - 
ſtrain her to ſupport by a Monepolous uſe of Favourites, as if ſhe would 
make any greater than her felf to Goyern by them. And ſhe was ſo 
far off from any Juke-warmneſs in Religion that the unexpected Apoſta- 
cy of King Henry the fourth of France, fell fatally upon him (as ſhe 
judged) by the weakneſs of: his Predeceſſor, King Henry thethird, 
and the diſffolute miſcarriages of- his Favorites; who, like Lapwings, 
with the Shells of Authority about their necks, werelet looſe to run over 
all the branches of his Kingdom, miſleading Governors, Nobility and 
People from the ſteady and mutual reſt of Laws, Cuſtoms, and othcr an- 
cient wiſdoms of Government, into the Wilderneſs of Ignorance and 
violence of Will, Among which defets, all fundamental changes : (eſpe- 
cially of Religion) inPrinces, would be found (as ſhe conceived) the true 
Diſcipline of Arheiſm among their Subjetts; all Sacrifices (Obedience ex- 
cepted) being but dear-bought knowledges of the Serpent, to drive

diſe of (mutual humane Duties : Prophetically concluding, - that who- 
' ſoever will ſell God to. purchaſe Earth by-making the Eternal! Unity of

Brother's in that Church at- whoſe wide Gates he had (with ſhame e-

Nay, - yet with a greater ſhew of: ingratitude, his next ſtep muſt: be to 
ſuppreſs thoſe humble Souls, who had-long ſupported him whilſt he was 
King of Navar, againſt Rome. Laſtly, to ſhew that no Power can reſt 
upon a ſteep place, he muſt precipitately be forced:to ſend Ambaſſadors 
to:Rome, (- with his Sword in his Scabbard)) ſerveily begging Mercy and 
grace of ſuch irreconciled Enemies, whoſe endleſs ends of Spiritual and 
[Temporal Supremacy ( this Queen knew ) would neyer forgive any 
Heavenly -T ruth, or Earthly Power that ſhould oppoſe their Combina- 
tions. : | 

In her Honſhold Afﬀairs ſhe kept the like equal hand, ballancing the 
Sloath of her great Stewards, and white ſtaves,with. the providence, and 
Teſervedneſs of a Lord 'Treafurer. She - kept up- Tables .for Servants, 
Sutors, and for Honour-ſake in her own Houſe. Not ſuftering publick 
Places to be made particular Farms of private Men, or the Honour of 
her Houſhald to be carried into theirs. And withall, by the ſame Re- 
verend Auditors ſhe watched over the.-nimble Spirits, ſelf-ſeeking, or 
-large-handedneſs of her aCtive Secretaries : Examining their-intelligence, 
Money, Packets, Bills of Tranſportation, Propoſitions of State, which 
they offered up by their places, together with Sutes of other Nature., 
in herWiſdom ſtill ſevering the deep buſineſs from the ſpecious, but nar- 
row ſelfiſhneſs of inferiour Officers. : 

Beſides, All theſe were examined by grave Magiſtrates, who having 
been formerly of her Majeſties Treaſure in the Secretaries Places, did 
now worthily become Governors of her Finances,as beſt able to:judge be- 
tween the ſelfiſhneſs of place, or .Perſon, and the real neceſſity of her 
State and Kingdom. This was a fine art of Government, by well cho- 
ſen Miniſters ſucceſſively, to wall in her Exchequer from vaſt expence.of 
many things, eſpecially upon Foraign Ambaſſadors, which ( ſhe knew )) 
.could neither bring reverence nor thankfulneſs to their Soyeraign. 

.. Theanſwer which this Majeſtical Lady-gave to the Poliſh Ambaſſador is 
never to be forgotten, namely,Thar ſhe expetted a Treating Ambaſſador, But 
- he proved(as ſhe told him) a defying Herald. This ſhe ſaid at an inſtance

Again, by the ſame caution injall her doings, ſhe made merit pretious, 
Honour dainty , -aud her graces paſſing rare, keeping, them to ſet an 
edge upon the Induſtry :of- Men, and yet ſparingly reſerved within the 
Circuit of her Throne, as inherent and tender Prerogatives, not fit 
to be left. at random in thepower of ambitious Fayourites, .or Low-look-, 
ing Counſellors, whoſe endsare ſeldom fo large, or fafe.for-the Publick,as, 
the native Princes Counſels are, or ought to be. © | 

For her Clergy, with their Eccleſiaſtical or Gvil Juriſdiftion, She faſhi.. 
oned the Arches, and Weſtminfter Hall to take ſuch care one to bound ano- 
ther that therein limiting themſelyes,enlarged their Royalties, as the chief, 
and equal foundations of both their greatneſſes, . She gave the Spperiour, 
places freely, leſt ve her Example. Ihe ſhould teach them to, commit $y- 
mony with their inferiours, and ſo. to.add Scandal inſtead of reputation 
tothe word of God, whoſeallowed Meſſengers they affect to ſeem. 
Her Parliaments ſhe uſe both to ſapply her neceſſarily expended Trea- 
fire,” and 'withall, as Maps of.

To theſe were added ſome few qther Reaſbas, colletted out of 
her own Letters/' and out of Babingrons Confeſſion, who was her A- .
